INVESTIGATION 


Elmer Smart, the Dover Boyr Said to 


Have had a Goid Watch and Chain 
When He Came to this City. 


The llndini,- of the liody of Klinev 


Smart, 
son of Mr*. Sarah Smart of 


Helknau street .Dover, in Iho Houlli 
Mill pond on T'mirsday morning has 
led tho police department to conduct a 
vigorous investigation as to just how 
the young man met ills death. Whun 
llio body was taken cut of Ilic water 
for examination by Medical Referee A, 
13. Shcrburne it was noted that one of 
the panls pockets was turned 
inside 


out and this fact was commented on 
by Deputy Marshal pucker and others 
interested in the case. Later in the day 
two neighbors of the mother of the 
unfortunate young man came lo this 
city nnd made positive Iho identifica- 
tion. From them It was learned that 
when young Kmart left Dover on Sept. 
18 for this city lie had a, gold watch 
and chain, and woro ati overcoat, both 
of which were missing when the body 
was found. 


The suicide theory was entirely dis- 


credited by tho iiolicc and' noting on 
the supposition that the young man's 
death was cither of an accidental na- 
ture or clue to foul play! nn invostiga- 
lion was started.
